note, Mr. Kopsch opens his Report on 
the Foreign 'I'rade of China for the year 
1891 with the gratifying statement that 











i“ the value of the foreign trade of China | 


for the year under review has risen from 
Hk. ‘Ys. 214,000,000 in 1890 to Hk. 


Ts, 234,000,000, which is the highest 


total ever recorded.” Lest it should be 


thought that the addition during the 


year to the list of treaty ports of Chung- 
king, which was formally opened on the 
2nd of March, 1891, had contributed 
materially to this excellent result, Mr. 
Kopsch adds that “inspection of the 
trade returns from this port shows that 
as yet the actual increase in traffic or 
net gain to the exchequer is trifling 
if we deduct the considerable loss 
sustained by Ichang and Hankow con- 
sequent upon the diversion of trade 
which followed on the opening of this 
new port of entry.” Nothing could 
show more.clearly the mistake made by 
our government in giving up the right 
to run steamers to Chungking, All 
that has been done by the half-hearted 
arrangement to which Sir John Walsham 
agreed, is to collect the same revenue 
as before at a greater expense to the 
customs. ‘The ingenuity of western 
shipbnilders would soon have conquered 
the difficulties of the rapids between 
Ichang and Chungking, if the condi- 
tions arranged by Sir ‘Thomas Wade in 
the Chefoo Convention had been ad- 
hered to, and the connection of Chung- 
king with the outside world by steam 
would have inevitably increased the 
trade, which can hardly be expected to 
increase materially, as long as the faci~ 
lities for carriage remain unimproved. 
‘The Chambers of Commerce concerned 
should continue their agitation for a 
proper opening of the port, for it is 
ridiculous in these days that an open 
port should be interdicted to steamers ; 
and we trust that Mr. O’Conor, who 
took a vivid interest in the question 
when he was at Peking before, will 
succeed in making the ''sungli Yamén 
understand, that however much opposed 
the Szechuan native authorities may be 
in their hearts to the opening of their 
province to foreign trade, they must 
uot be allowed to put any obstacles in 
its way. 

‘The revenue in 1891 increased under 
every heading except 'I'ransit Dues, the 
decline under this head—which was 
after all only Hk. 'I'ls. 12,945—being 
due to the opening of Chungking. But 
this decline was more than made up by 
the enhanced receipt from native opium, 
the increase being due “ ta shippers at 
Chungking availing themselves of the 
facilities afforded by the opening of the 
custom house to pass Szechuan and 
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Yunnan opium under the new tariff in- 
troduced during the year, which fixed 
the rate of duty and likin at Ts. 64.80, 
this payment freeing it from all further 
charges throughout the empire.” ‘The 
total amount received by the foreign 
customs from native opium is no indica- 
tion of the consumption, for only a 
minute proportion of the total supply 
comes under the recoguition of the 
foreign customs at all. 

Under the head. “Foreign Trade” 
Mr. Kopsch is obliged to confess that a 
larger trade does not mean more pro- 
fits. Capital yielded meagre returus. 
Rates of freight were unremunerative 
to shipping. he value of silver re- 
mained very low. Banks had to reduce 
their rates of interest, aud in some 
cases made no profits at all ; and two of 
the oldest firms in the China trade had 
to close their doors. Mr. Kopsch goes 
on to say that the remarkable increase 
in the consumption of foreign imports 
which characterised 1890, was fully 
inaintained in 1891. Opium increased in 
quantity, “despite the generally accepted 
opinion that the native drugis slowly but 
strely supplanting the Indian article.” 
‘he value of staple cottous increased 
although the quantity did not, heavy 
goods, such as American drills aud 
sheetings, being more in demand than 
Manchester's lighter fabrics, The im- 
port of American sheetings, 2,008,000 
pieces, was the largest on record. 'I'hat 
the lighter fabrics of Manchester did 
uot show a proportional improvement 
is probably due to the favour with 
which Indian cotton yarn is being 
received. ‘he growth of this trade 
has been really remarkable, the im- 
port in 1891 “having reached the 
enormous total of 1,138,000 picnls, to 
which figures may be added 73,000 
piculs of English yarn, ‘making a grand 
total of 1,211,000 piculs, valued at Hk. 
Ms, 20,000,000—a sum exceeding the 
yenr's aggregate values of grey and 
white shirtings, T'-cloths, aud drills.” 
‘This import may be compared with the 
total in 1882 of 185,000 piculs. “This 
immense consumption of yarn, which-is 
extending throughout China, where it is 
woven by hand into durable cloth similar 
in texture to the fabrics from native 
looms, must have a prejudicial effect 
on the demand for shirtings, ete.” Only 
one staple compares, as far as regards 
rapid increase of appreciation, with 
Indian yarn; and that is kerosene oil. 
Of this the import in 1882 was 825,600 
cases (of 10 gallons each); in 1891 it 
was 4,934,900 cases, or something over 
six-fold. Of this latter total, 1,000,000 
cases came from Batoum. We will close 
this notice with the following table, 
showing the comparative increase during 
the last three years in the rival oils :—

THE DEATH OF MR. R. E. 
WAINEWRIGHT. 
14th March. 

Tuz almost sudden and entirely un- 
expected death of Mr. Robert Ernest 
Wainewright, the actual if not the 
nominal leader of the Shanghai bar, 
which took place at seven o'clock last 
evening, is a public calamity. But it 
is too soon after his lamented death to 
think of the loss the community has 
sustained in the death of the able 
lawyer; to half the community or more 
there is only room this morning for 
sorrow at the loss of one of the best 
and kindest friends in Shanghai. A 
Londoner, and a lawyer almost by birth, 
the late Mr. Wainewright was educated 
at the North London School, where he 
had Mr. Joseph Chamberlain for a 
schoolmate, aud at University College, 
Loudon, subsequently joining the firm 
of solicitors of which his father 
was a member. He came out to 
Shanghai some twenty years ugo to 
join Mr. William Harwood, and his 
great abilities, his geniality, aud his 
perfect knowledge of the world rapidly 
put him in the front rank. But great 
as his endowments were as a lawyer. 
it was his unfailing wit, and “his 
equally unfailiug kindness’ of heart, 
that will keep his memory always 
reen in the hearts of all who 
kuew him in Shanghai. ‘There was a 
magnetism in him which attracted to it 
every one who was in trouble, whether 
that trouble was deserved or unde- 
served, and he never spared himself if 
he could assist, and he always could in 
some way, those who went to him. 
Hospitable he was, too, aud generous 
to a fault, and the quickness of his 
perception and of his wit was mar- 
vellous. He saw a poiut instantly, 
and he lad the faculty of making 
others see it almost as quickly, which 
made his assistance at any gather- 
ing, public or private, invaluable. 
He was only taken seriously ill, be- 
coming rapidly unconscious, early on 
Saturday morning, and he never re- 
covered full consciousness, passing away 
quite quietly yesterday evening, Faults 
of course he had, for he was human, 
but if the names of those who love and 
do good to their fellow men lead all the 
rest, Mr. Wainewright’s will stand very 
high. ‘To write of him adequately so 
soon after his so unexpected death is 
impossible, but those of our readers 
who know him will fill up this out- 
line: for themselves; and for those 
who did not know him we cannot do 
more than thus hint at the loveableness 
of the personality that passed away last 
evening. 

His funeral will take place to-day at 
half-past four from the New Cemetery, 
and. if all those to whom Mr. Waine- 
wright has at some time in his career 
done some kindness could be present, 
the new cemetery itself would hardly 
hold the crowd. 





CHINESE ETIQUETTE. 
I4ih Mazch. 

THe Chinese Recorder for February 
contaius a paper, originally read before 
the Shanghii Missionary Association, 
by Archdeacon Moule on “The value 
of attention to Chinese etiquette.” It 
was, says its author, hastily composed, 
“not from carelessness or neglect, but 
frcm positive inability to command 
more time ”—yet the conclusions drawn. 
are sound and sensible. “Very great 
value indeed is to be attached to the 
observance of Chinese etiquette on the 
part of foreign missionaries in their 
interviews with the natives, and so far 
as it is possible this etiquette should be 
studied and observed.” At the same 
time, the Archdeacon adds: “If we adopt 
the native dress and attempt to appear 
before them as Chinese and hope thus 
to strip the foreign garb off our religion, 
then it seems to me that the Chinese 
may, and perhaps ere long will, require 
far more rigid adherence to Chinese 
etiquette than missionaries either will 
or can with Christian fidelity accede, 
and will demand, eg., the abolition or 
large amodification’ of public work of 
women. And for this reason I have 
ever felt and feel increasingly an in- 
surmountable objection to change of 
dress, unless the transformation cau be 
made honest and complete. But this 
is of course (in order to observe here, 
too, Chinese etiquette) only my own 
stupid aud bigoted private opinion.” 





With all this it is impossible not; 


to heartily agree ; though, perhaps, we 
should be inclined to oe lite farther 
in condeuning change of dress. It is 
true that the flowing skirts of the man’s 
vestment may give dignity to a figure 
that would appear mean and. insig: 
ficaut in European clothes , indeed who 
has not kuown cases in which an Inland 
uissionary casting his Chinese garb 
before taking passage home has, to the 
great disappointment of those who gird 
at Chinese garments, seemed to have 
lost somehow in stature and, so to 
speak, impressiveness ? ‘I'he shaven fore- 
part of the head adds height to a 
low forehead, and the obligation (not, 
alas, felt by all Iuland missionaries) 
to remove a. spasmodic or scrubby 
beard makes for grace. 
hand, Chinese ideas about “the way 
a gentleman should end” are as 
unsatisfactory as Gilbert’s mermaids 
found the uotious of his mermen. 
boots are ungainly in the extreme, 
and what in this benighted land pass 
for trews are allowed, as Williams deli- 
cately put it years ago, to “develop 
into an unpleasant fulluess behind.” But 
the crowning abomination, the one thing

fiuous, is the queue. There is some- 
thing in the thing itself repellent to a 
westerner,—perhaps the suggestive re-

the conquering Manchus, it is a badge 
ofslavery. Itis all very well to declare 
| that the historic origin of the pigtail has 
been forgotten or condoned, aud that the 
Chinese now accept it cordially as part 
of their national dress and lament the 
accidental or enforced loss of it. ‘Ihe 
fact rewains that whenever a rebellion is 
started in China the first thing done by 
the rebels is to discard the queue, 
Chinese to whom the times of Mencius 
are as yesterday are not likely to have 
forgotten what happened only two 
centuries aud a half ago. If then it is 
certain that in the estimation of Manchu 
and Chinese alike the queue is an 
emblem of submission to the Manchu 
dynasty, and of servitude to the officers 
of that dynasty, is it not almost in- 
conceivably degrading to an Englishman, 
who should be proud of his country 
aud who prates of his liberty, to don 
this debasing badge? hat our Go- 
yvernment should allow any of its sub- 
jects to so demean themselves is a 
matter for continual surprise. Oue 
step indeed it has taken in the right 
direction: it has declared that any 
British subject who, so dressed as to 
be indistinguishable from a Chinaman, 
may come into collision with the 
authorities in the interior of China 
shall be left to his own devices. 
But this ruling was laid down to meet 
the case of British subjects of Chinese 
descent, and it would be very doubtful 
if any Consul who desired to extend it 
| s0 as to cover, let us say, the members of 
| the China Inland Mission, would be 
| supported by his Government. More- 
| over it is not at all likely that he would 
Idesire to so extend it, for however 
‘deeply he may resent the degradation 
| which the Iuland missionary has brought 
j upon his countrymen by’ his perverse 
behaviour, he would still feel that the 
| man was travelling under his, the Con- 
{sul’s, passport aud that he was there- 
fore bound for the sake of his own 
houour to protect him. 

We are not intending to maintain 
here that uo missionary should under 
any circumstances adopt the native 
| dress minus the quewe, though we do 
believe that it will be found in the 
long run to be a mistake to adopt 
it. Apart from all question of the 
j spiritual value of the missionary’s la- 
bours, he has undoubtedly served as a 
pioneer to material civilisation and 
commerce—if, it is true, not always to 
| the advautage of the natives, still cer- 
| tainly to the profit of his countrymen. 
| But those “missionaries who have best 
| served as such pioneers have uever dis- 
| carded their own national costume ; in 
fact had they done so their value as 
pioneers would have been little or 
\nothing. The China Inland Mission 
| would of course hasten to declare that 
their object is not to promote commerce 
| or material civilisation but to preach a 





| version of the Gospel, and that they 
should for this end endeavour to be all: 
things to all men, and that in their 
opinion “pigtail and petticoats” will 
win them a hearing here broadcloth 
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and breeches would fail. ‘This opinion is 
constantly traversed by other missiona- 
ries of no less experience, but whether 
true or false the general public is less 
concerned with it than with other 
aspects of the matter, aud notably with 
that to which Archdeacon Moule briefly 
adverted, the public work of women. 
‘he feeling ainong lay residents in 
China is distinctly averse to the sending 
of foreign ladies into the interior, un- 
married and in Chinese dress. Here is 


no question of conformity to Chinese | 


custom and etiquette, but of the viola- 
tion of all those reasonable rules of 
propriety which West as well as East 
approve. And, unless persisteut rumour 
is false, results have sometimes followed 
which, could they be openly spoken of, 
would arouse pity and indignation, pity 
for young English girls deluded’ into 
going among a people whose minds are 
too debased to understand their high 
motive, aud indignation for the pulpit 
orators who delude them. Shame will 
almost always prevent the victim from 
recounting the indignities she has met 
with; but is it right that English 
ladies should be exposed to such risk ? 
Even in the ports, even in a British 
Settlement, female missionaries dressed 
in Chinese clothes have been mistaken 
by foreign sailors for their less fortunate 
sisters of China. ‘The outery is against 
the sailor; but should not something 
be said against the Chinese clothes as 
well 








THE CENSUS OF BRITISH NORTH 
BORNEO. 


15th Mareh. 

We noticed some little time since the 
February issue of the British North 
Borneo Herald, and we have now re- 
ceived a copy of the Cficial Gazette of 
the same date. It contains a good 
many Notifications and Proclamatious, 
a new territory evidently requiring a 
good deal of governmentat first. Some 
of these are unintelligible to outsiders, 
stich as that referring to the Registra- 
tion and Maungement of Keelongs, as 
to which all we can discover is that 
they are not to be erected and fixed 
“in Sandakan Bay or on any part of the 
Coast between Kwala Kinabatangan and 
and Libaran Island inclusive,” except 
with ‘a permit from the government, 
which costs at least $2 for 6 mouths or 
for one monsoon. From a Notification 
we learn’ that some one has left such a 
trifling article as a ‘Tobacco Press on 
the Wharf at Sandakan, which was to 
be sold as unclaimed cargo, if it was 
not claimed by Saturday last. ‘There 
is something awe-inspiting in the an- 
nouwncement that, among other appoint- 
ments, the Governor has designated Aji 
Pati Kaligan, Labuk, to be Dato Pan- 

eran Mamauku Nagara, and Abdul 
Kadir Kalagan to be Pangeran Abdul 
Kadir Aji Pati, over the Teodong people 
in Labuk. Our sympathy goes out 
to the residents in Sandakan when we 
read that the government has conceded 
43 “Crackers Day, Free of Charge” in 
1892, while on any other day crackers 


may be fired on payment of a fee of 
one dollar. ‘I'he Mahomedans, however, 
are only given three days on which they 
may fire guus at 6 p.m. 

The most important section of the 
Gazette, however, is that which contains 
the report for 1891 on the Census of 
British North Borneo and Labuan by 
Dr. J. H. Walker, Superintendent of 
Census. ‘'here are not many people in 
China, we imagine, who could hazard 
a probable guess at the population of 
Brttish Nordh Borneo and Lebuan jand 
we are sure our readers will be sur- 
prised to learn that the whole number 
of people of all races and colours in 
the new and the old colony together, is 


considerably less than the population j 


of the foreign settlements at Shanghai, 
excluding the native city and suburbs. 
“The est approach,” says Dr. 
Walker, “to the total population of 
British North Borneo and Labuan we 
can get with our present knowledge is 
that it lies somewhere between 110,000 
and 130,000, say for a working estimate 
120,000.” ‘That is to say, the popula- 
tion of this promising territory is not 
more that 4 souls to the square mile. 
We may add that the total number of 
souls enumerated in the Census is ouly 
72,915. 
Dr. Walker gives many reasons for 
the Census being so imperfect. In- 
excusable apathy on the part of Census 
officers is one, aud this alone can 
explain the failure to send returns from 
such places as the tobacco estates in 
Marudu Bay, Labuk and Sugut rivers. 
Another is, that just after the officers 
ou the East coast had been appointed— 
with tle Governor's approval—they 
were all suddenly transferred to new 
districts, so that “the Census had to 
be taken by officers who were quite 
unacquainted with their district, having 
been in it in most cases less than a 
month, and in some not at all till they 
went to take the Census returns.” ‘I'he 
Census was to have been taken universal- 
ly on the 15th of January, 1891, bat in 
some districts it had to be put off fora 
month, owing to the forms not having 
reached the officers by the date fixed, an 
in some outlying districts it extended 
over some mouths. Many of the officers 
misunderstood the intention of the 
column for State, and instead of saying 
whether the person concerned was mar- 
ried or single, gave a description of his 
personal appearance ; aud in many of the 
outlying districts the returns gave only 
for each village the number of males 
and of females, childcen aud adults, of 

















each nationality in the village. When 
Dr. Walker comes to the separate 
districts, his remarks on the defi- 
ciencies in the returns are almost 
amusing in their melancholy. but there 
is one almost despairing sentence. It 
is in reference to the Sugut river— 
“The census of this river has for the 
most part been taken by a native clerk 
who is supposed to be still going on 
with it”—one year after the date 
originally fixed:—* the returns of the 
part completed givea population of4,382

including 2,177 males and 1,798females, 
besides 307 whose sex is not specified : 
the nationalities are as to.a number of 
2,499 omitted, and of those given the 
greater number are Dusuns 1,304.” As 
the natives in the interior have not 
the slightest idea of their age, all that 
could be done was to differentiate chil- 
dren from adults; and as far as could 
be ascertained the proportion of children 
was 32.84 per cent. Where the sex 
was ascertained, as it was with some 
56,000 persons, it was found that 
females are ouly 31.99 per cent. of 
the population, which thus appears to 
be still a decaying one. We may con- 
clude with the following estimated 
enumeration of the popiilation as re- 
gards nationality. It would hardly be 
believed from the noise British North 
Borneo makes in the world that there 
are not 300 Europeans and Durasians 
in the whole territory. Dr. Walker's

THE TSUNGLI YAMEN AND 
MASON, 
18th Murch. 

We have received intelligence from the 
north that the dissatisfaction of the 
"sungliYamén with the proceedings in 
the Mason case and with the sentence 
on the accused is so great that the 
Ministers have addressed, or are about 
to address, a strong representation to 
the British Government on the subject. 
The position of the Yamén is under- 
stood to be that in the first place 
Mason was indicted for the Jeast serious 
offence with which he could be charged 
under the circumstances, namely, under 
Section 4 of the Explosive Substances 
Act of 1883, for having possession of 
an explosive uuder suspicious cireum- 
stances; whereas he should, the advisers 
to the Yamén say, have been indicted 
under Section 8 for keeping au explosive 
with intent to endanger life or property. 
It is also said he ought to have been 
indicted under the provisions of the 
‘Treaty and the Foreign Enlistment Act, 
and that the punishment even of the 
offence to which he pleaded guilty was 
unduly lenient. ‘The punishment in 
the act is penal servitude not exceeding 
fourteen yeurs or imprisonment not 
exceeding two years. ‘The Yamén is 
understood to complain that there ought 
to have been a thorough investigation 
into Mason’s connection with Secret 
Societies ; into the purposes for which 
he enlisted a large number of men in 
Hongkong, and into other curious and 
unexplained features of the case; and 
the Ministers intend to demand that 
at the expiration of his present term 
of imprisonment Mason shall be put 
on his trial in Hongkong for some 
or all of the other offences of which 
he is alleged to be guilty. It is 
said also that the Ministers of the 
Yameén allege that sympathy with the 
Secret Societies translated into overt 
acts somewhat similar to those of Mason 
would on due enquiry be fonnd amongst 
foreigners in Shanghai and elsewhere, 
‘This latter allegation, we believe, is 
more specific than we have been able to 
express it here. 

it is uot necessary for us to make 
any comment on this information 
beyond saying that the dissatisfaction 
of the Chinese with the sentence on 
Mason is well-kuown, and that there 
probably never has been a case tried in 
a Consular Court in China, in which 
Chinese feeling was in any degree con- 














remember any previous occasionon which 
such remonstrances were addressed by 
the Peking authorities in to the 
sentence of a British Court. Those who 
advised the Chinese government in this 
matter can scarcely expect that the re- 
presentation will be attended with much 
effect, although, if pressed with sufficient 
vigour, it is not easy to say how the 
demand for trial on another charge can 
be met. 

We do not imagine that any foreigners 
of any repute in Shanghai have any 
sympathy with Mason ; and if they had 
any pity for him at the time of his trial, 
it has probably evaporated before the 
indignation at the suffering he has 
brought upon the Chinese who were 
supposed to be his followers. People 
thought at the time of his trial, how- 
ever, that he was sufficiently punished, 
because they did not believe that he 
had any connection with any intended 
rebellion, or that there was any intended 
rebellion for him to have xny connection 
with. The popular belief has been that 
the intended rebellion was put forward 
by the Chinese officials to cloak their 
indifference and assnmed inability to 
suppress the riots ; aud so deep-rooted 
is this belief in the duplicity of the 
officials that the Daily Press a few days 
ago took us seriously to task for repeat- 
ing recently the story of a Chinese 
gentleman from ‘Tientsin, that tie re- 
bellion m the north has not been sup- 
pressed at all. ‘The Daily Press is 
quite sure that this story comes from 
the government, and is intended to be 
used to excuse the authorities if the 
Foreign Ministers begin to insist again 
on reparation for past, and the pre- 
vention of future riots. ‘The Daily 
Press could not see that the report 
we gave was obviously from a non- 
official source, as it accused the 
officials of entirely misleading the Em- 
peror as to the success of the recent 
campaign. Li Hung-chang and the 
other officers of State concerned have 
distiuetly assured the Throne that the 
movement is entirely suppressed, and 
that all the leaders are accounted for, 
It will no doubt have been noticed that 
our Nanking correspondent mentioned 
the other day that our report had been 
confirmed by letters received in Nan- 
king from soldiers serving in the north- 
ern army. 

Experience has, unfortunately it may 
be, taught us that the excuses of the 
‘sungli Yamén, when it is asked to 
take some course that is distasteful to 
it, must not be accepted without a very 
searching examination. It seemed such 
a plausible excuse to put forward the 
Kolao Hui as the cause of last year's 
riots, that people doubted it at once; 
and as many good judges gave it 
as their opinion that Mason’s conspi- 
racy only existed in his own head, 
and the Chinese authorities seemed to 
have at the time no évidence that it 
weut any farther, Masou’s punishment 
seemed sufficient. ‘There is more evi-

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but if the Chinese Government want 
Mason punished farther, they will have 
to proceed in the ordinary legal-way, 
and they will not get their end by a 
representation from the ‘I'sungli Yamén. 
But what the Chinese Government 
wanted before, and want now, is to have 
an opportunity to extract all he kuows 
from Mason by judicial examination, as 
they could do with a Chinese, accused ; 
and this they hardly understand that 
even having him arraigned on another 
charge would not enable them to do.

To condemn Mr. Spurgeon is thus to pass 
sentence on no small number of his country:

| grect preacher, he was a good organiser, a 
igorous worker, and voluminous author, 
and his books, if not very important or ambi- 
tious from a literary point of view, are at

| guages: He made the Metropolitan ‘Taber- 
nacle the centre of much good and useful 
work, and his orphanage homes at Stockwell 
area-splendid monument to his zeal and to 
the liberality of his people.

work. men are never reproduced ; they 
contribute an element to a passing stage of 
social and religious development which, at a 
luter period, would be incongruous.

LOSS OF MEMORIALS, 

‘The Director General of the Grain Trans- 
port, Sung-ch‘un, reports that during the 
ninth moon of last year he despatched 
three memorials by a special messenger to 
Peking. On his arrival in Peking tho 
messenger took up his quarters at the 
Kao-shéng inn not far from the Ch‘ien 
Mén in the Chinese city. In due time 
he presented the memorials and received 
them back carefully packed in covers 
with the Imperial rescripts attached, 
Copies of the documents were furnished 
to him in the usual manner by .the 
Grand Council. Two days later he went 
out at midday to have his dinner in a 
restaurant wnd before doing su he gave the 
inn people injunctions to ‘look after the 
premises. On his return in a little more 
than a hour he found that the window 
of his room had been broken open and that 
the memorials were gone. A search’ was 
maintained for three days, but without 
discovering any clue to the robbery. ‘the 
case has been placed in the hands of the 
police authorities of the Metropolis who 
ate making active inquiries in the matter. 
‘The memorialist comments severely upon 
the negligence shown by the corporal in 
charge of the documents and intimates his 
intention of having him cashicred, ‘and an 
investigation held into the truth of the 
statement he made with reference to the 
circumstances connected with the loss of 
the memorials.

The Viceroy of Chihli reports the action 
which he has taken to carry out instructiona 
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which he recently received from the Throne 
with regard to a robbery committed within 
his jurisdiction upon an official courier 
despatched to Peking by the Director- 





General of the Yellow River. ‘The courier 
in. question, Liu Ts‘ai-ch‘én, arrived at 
Tinghsing late on the night of the 30th 
October last. Being worn out with fatigue 
he asked to be supplied with a cart 
and travelled until near morning when he 
was surprised by robbers and forcibly de- 
prived of some money and clothing. The 
magistrate of the district happened to be 
absent at the moment on public business, 
and the courier, being anxious to deliver 
his memorials in due time at Peking, con- 
tinued his journey, and did not report the 
incident until he ‘was returning a month 
later. ‘The magistrate immediately issued 
warrants for the arrest of the robbers and 
showed considerable activity in the matter. 
The driver of the cart was examined and 
deposed to the robbery having been com- 
mitted by a band of seven men, only one 
of whom has been arrested. ‘The magistrate 
is to be temporarily suspended from office 
and an officer appointed to conduct an 
inquiry into the case. 

he Viceroy remarks that the province of 
Chili embraces a wide tract of country in 
which crime is specially rife on account of 
the distress caused by the recent floods. 
Every winter detachments of soldiers are 
posted on all the highways to co-operate 
with the local authorities in repressing 
crimes of violence, ‘The occurrence on 
which the memorialist has been directed 
to report took place before the usual 
arrangements had been made for the pre- 
sent winter. Circular instructions ve 
been issued to the authorities of all the post 
roads directing them in future not to fur- 
nish carts to couriers bearing memorials 
or otticial despatches. 


10th and 11th February, 

‘The Military Governor of Kirin and the 
Deputy Lientenant-General at Ninguta re- 
BE the result, of operations which have 

een conducted with a view of exterminat- 
ing the sectarian insurgents in the Prefec- 
ture of Ch'angeh*un and of suppressing a 
rebellious movement which occurred in th 
Prefecture of Kirin. In a previous.report 
the memorialists stated that troops had 
been sent to these places to conduct a 
campaign against the insurgents. At the 
head of the movement in the district of 
Kirin there was « Buddhist priest named 
Su An-hsiang, who was captured in an ion 
at a place called Chuchiatat‘un on the 
borders of the Prefecture. His evidence 
tullied exactly with the statements made 
by Hsieh Tien-ming, another of the lead- 
ing members of the sect, who was captured 
and beheaded, Both averred that one of 
their faith, aman named K‘uang, was at 
@ place called Pamiench‘éng, in Feéng- 
tien, with afollowing of several hundred 
drilled men, At Yent‘ungshan in the 
Prefecture of Kirin the rebels made their 
appearance when the local military official 
happened to be absent, and burnt and pi 

laged over 20 households. As soon as Ai- 
hsi-ming-a, the officer in question, received 
intelligence of what had happened, he im- 
mediately returned, and with the assistance 
of the local levies, he succeeded in inflictin, 

adefeat upon the marauders, killing ten of 
their number and capturing a field piece. 
‘The rebels retreatedina southerly direction, 
and were largely reinforced by the crimin: 

classes in the neighbourhood. They 
eventually took up position at a place 
called Hoiaoch’éngtzi where they threw 
upa rampart of earth and made prepara- 
tions for making adecided stand. Ai-hsi- 
ming-a and his small force maintained « 
stubborn fight with them during a whole 
night until they were joined by further 
force of the Imperialists. The rebels, 
however, practising their magic by waving 
a small’ yellow flag, caused our guns to 
burst in large numbers. At last the 
Imperialists loaded their guns with filth 
























and frightened the rebels, who broke 
up in utter confusion. | Our troops 
pursued them for a distance of 10 li and 
killed some 30 of them. Some ten more 
were taken prisoners, a number who were 
wounded made their escape, and the booty 
comprised three large carts, 20 horses, and 
one apricot-coloured flag, besides a large 
number of weapons and heterodox publi- 
cations, Amongst the rebels some 50 or 
60 persons were discovered with their 
queues cut off, who, having been con- 
strained by force to join the movement, 
were released on giving satisfactory 
surety for their future behaviour. In- 
quiries which were made amongst the 
villagers elicited the fact that the man 
who waved the yellow flag was the self- 
styled, Generalissimo Sun Kang, who cut 
his throat when he saw the battle was 
going against him. The examination of 
the prisoners proved that the movement 
‘was designed to support the rising at Ch‘ao- 
yang in the north-east of Chihli. The 
insurgents had made use of paper horses 
and paper men, but their magical arts not 
proving effective, they had been obliged 
to surrender. Fifteen of them were im- 
ely decapitated. The memorinlists 
estimate that the number of desperadoes 
in Kirin who were prepared to support the 
Thing in Ch‘aoyang did not fall short of 
1,000 men, and they consider it fortunate 
that the movement was crushed before it 
assumed formidable proportions. ‘They 
conclude by soliciting permission to recom- 
mend for the bestowal of rewards the names 
of the officers who specially distinguished 
themselves on the occasion, 
12th and 13th February. 
No papers of interest. 
14th and 15th February. 

‘The Gazette for these two days is taken 
up with a memorial by Ting-an and Yi-lu 
recommending for promotion and rewards 
those officers of the troops under the com- 
mand of the Governor of Féngt'ien who 
took part in the late expedition against the 
rebels in the Ch‘aoyang district. The list 
is hexded by the name of Féng Shéng-a, 
who is recommended for the Yeliow Riding 
Jacket, and that of Tso Pao-kuei who it is 
suggested should receive a button of the 
first class. The memorialists state that 
‘until the country entirely settles down 
certain of the troops from Manchuria will 
occupy the district north-west of Chaoyang 
while that to the south-west will be patrol- 
led by the Chibli troops. They also re- 
commend that some steps be taken to 
relieve the distress amongst the Monguls 
who were the principal sufferers and who 
in additi.n to being robbed and murdered 
themselves had the mortification of seeing 
the graves of their ancestors desecrated by 
the rebels. —Decrees already published.

DECREE, 

Hii Ch‘ang, Senior Vice-President of the 
Board of Revenue has asked for permission 
to vacate his post, the leave granted 
him on account of illness having expired 
and his health being still in a very unsatis- 
factory state. He is hereby granted an 
extension of leave for two months and need 
not vacate his post. 

DETAILS OF THE CH'AOYANG DISTURBANCE. 
Li Bung-chang and K-uei-pin, Military 
jeutenant-Governor of Jeho, present a 
joint memorial reporting the results of an 
‘enquiry they were ordered to make into the 
conduct of the territorial officials within 
whose jurisdiction the recent disturbances 
originated. On the 11th of January, 1892, 
the following edict was published: “The 
outbreak of the rebels, accoipanied as it 
has been by the burning of missionary 
chapels and a murderous spirit of hostility 
against the Mongols, is not the unpreiedit- 
ated outcome of a day ; and the conduct of 
the civil and military officials who prior to 
the outbreak saw nothing of what was 



































going on, and who after the outbreak dis- 





played such laxity in maintaining their 
authority, with the result that the rising 
was allowed to make headway and that a 
great evil visited the people, is most 
severely to be condemned. Li Hung-chang 
and Kuei-pin will make enquiries into the 
matter and impeach without mercy each 
officer who may be proved guilty.” 

Memorialists would observe that of Jate 
years in the Jeho district Mongols and 
Chinese, the ordinary people and Christian 
converts, have slowly been accumulatin; 
grievances the one against the other, nd 
the officials concerned having grievously 
neglected theit duty, we have as a conse- 
quence to deplore the late losses. 

Having been entrusted by law wil 
responsibility for maintaining order in their 
respective districts the conduct of these 
Chows and Hsiens admits of no excuse. 
The disturbance first of all originated at 
Ch‘aoyang ; Pingch‘ian and Chiench'ang 
suffered very severely at the hands of the 
rebels, and the calamities with which the 
Mongols were afflicted proved to be of even 
amore disastrous nature. Added toall this 
is the burning of missionary chapels and 
the killing of Christian converts, which raises, 
that thorny question which causes so much 
recrimination between China and foreign 
nations, 

On first arriving at his post K‘uei-pin at 
once made enquiries with regard to the 
characters of the Chilchow Wen P‘o-nien 
aud the Chillsiews Lino Lun-ming and 
Chang Tsou-k'ai. They were all found 
unsatisfactory, so those three officers were 
removed from their posts pending further 
action. 

Some time previous to this the following 
edict of the 26th of November was’ com- 
municated to Li Hung-chang : ‘Té-fu in 
his memorial states. that the rebels made 
the way into the street wherein the yamen 
of the Chihchow was situated, and burned 
the chapels on the 17th day of the moon, 
If as he alleges they numbered over several 
thousand, how ix it that the gavls, the 
public buildings, private dwellings and 
shops all escaped’ unmolested? If further 
the number of suldiers was inadequate 
to carry on « pursuit, how is it that 
these “thousands” of rebels dispersed 
withaut fighting! His statements are in 
every respect contradictory and bear on 
the face of them evidence that they are 
mere fabrications. Strict enquiry is to be 
made and the result carefully reported.” 

When Li Hung-chang first received the 
report of the Chikchow in question he 
immediately detected the discrepancies in 
his narrative and instructed the Taotai 
and Chihfu concerned to make a moat. 
careful enquiry in regard to the truth of 
his statements, .When the edict appeared 
‘'Vé-fu was still in command, but on his bein; 
superseded hy K‘uei-pin the latter received 
the following statements from the weiyiians 
of the Taotai and the Prefect who were 
investigating the matter. ‘This sectarian 
band of robbers has an outstanding feud 
with the Roman Catholic converts. After 
they had on the 17th and 18th of November 
destroyed by fire the chapels at .Chien- 
ch‘ang and Sanshihchiatze, they proceeded 
ina body during the night to Ch‘aoyang and 
forcing their way in at daylight on the 
north side of the town, made common cause 
with about 200 of the scoundrels of the 
place and immediately set to work to 
destroy the chapel, Ail in ull they burned 
down about 68 chien, but none of the con- 
verts, who all fled, were harmed. The 
crowd, which in the meantime increased in 
numbers as it went on, like a flock of crows, 
until it became impossible to estimate its 
number, next plurdered the Chih-chung-ho 
store and the Li-i-tséng grain shop. While 
this was going on Chang Ch'-ch‘ang, one 
of the gaolers in the yamén, got togetlier 
several-of the runners and endeavoured to 
put a stop to these proceedings; and xs 
notwithstanding their numbers the rebels 
were as yet unarmed, they all took: their 
departure in the direction of Puhoyen 
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and Niehmentze, slaughtering and burning 
the Christian converts as they went along. 
On the 2ist when they heard that a large 
body of troops was moving against 
them, they fled to Sanshilchiatze. This 
proves that the report of the Chihchow 
was greatly exaggerated, and as he further 
asserted that amongst ‘the ruins he saw 
a cellar full of the corpses of young children 
without eyes. or hearts, memorialist (Li 
Haug-chang) bearing in mind the troubles 








about. missionary converts which lately | 


arose in the south owing to baseless rum- 
‘ours spread by evilly disposed persons, at 
‘once made it his duty to send weiyiians to 
enquire into this matter. ‘They have re- 
turned and now state that they were only 
able to discover three bones of children 
and that no extraction of eyes or hearts 
had taken phe. ‘This totally disagrees 
with the Chihchow's original report, and 
clearly proves that he lent too ready an 
ear to idle rumours and fabricated a series 
of misleading and inaccurate st .tements. 


‘An enquiry into the conduct of Wén 
P‘omien has brought to light the follow- 
ing facts, He has for many years held 
office in the Jeho district aid is over 
sixty years of age, He has long enjoyed the 
reputation of being a very slippery indivi- 
dual but no actual delinguencies have ever 
been brought home to him, as he possesses 
in an eminent degree the faculty of making 
up a plausible story. ‘The fact that the 
chapel was situated in the same street 
the yaméu, and that he did not do his 
utmost to protect it, renders it extremely 
difficult for him, however, in this instance 
th shift the responsibility, on to other 
shoulders, On the 9h of December Li 
Hung-chang again received a copy of the 
following Edict : “Ch‘noyang was taken on 
the 14th of Nov. How is it that the Hie 
Liao Lun-ming did not report this until 
the 30th, after the town had been retaken ? 
His statement that he was wounded whilst 
fighting with the rebels is difficult to believe 
and it looks as if he had at once taken to 
his heels and then endeavoured by false 
representations to conceal his crime. Li 
Hung-chang is hereby directed to enquirei 
to hisconduct.” Memorialist would observe 
that, when Chaoyang was first captured he 
received several telegrams from Chinchow 
stating that the whereabouts of the District 
Magistrate was unknown, but when on the 
2nd the Feng-tien troops arrived therethey 
found Lixo had returned, so that he cannot 
have fled very far, Moreover as Ch‘oyanc. 
ig not a walled city the phrase to hold”

When Father Testevuide died, in August 
jIast. the Apostolic Vicar in’ Northern 
j Japan, Bishop Osouf, hauded over the care 
of the hospital to Father Vigroux, whose 
firet care it was to viait his charge aud 
report upon it. From his report we make 
the following extracts 
‘Tokiv, August 15th, 1891, 
To His Grace Monsvigneur Osour, Bishop 
of Arsinué, Apostolic Vicar, in Northern 
Tapau. 
Moxseioxevn,—Your. Grace is piexsed 
to entrust to me the direction of the 
hospital fur lepers, founded by the so- 
much-regretted Father 'Testevuide, aud by 
generous benefactors. I thank God for it, 
and, if I have reason to fear Ian not equal 
tu the tisk, I none the less accopt it with 
the greatest contidence. According to Your 
Grace's desire, I have just come from visit~ 
ing the hospital, and from informing myself 
of the state in which it is. I propose to 
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relate the fucts here, under several heads, 
for better clearness, 

Ist, Site.—As the dear Father Testevuide 
had pointed out, the locality selected for 
the, leper hospital is most favourable. 
Situated upon the side of a hill, between 
the Hakone and Fu i 
at the same time a mild and henlthy tem- 
perature and the charms of an agreeable 
and solitary landscape. Inclined towards 
the South nud basking in the sun, protected, 
besides, by high mountains from the cold 
winds of the North, the site is indeed what 
was required. A atream of water bounds 
the property on the North-West. ‘This 
stream of water, though at times a torrent, 
is uever dry: it would suffice for all the 
needs of the establishment, Unfortunately, 
however, at certain periods of the year, its 
water is tainted, now by the abundance of 
ow by deviations of its current into 
the ‘rice fields terraced upon the hill ove 
above another, It is useless to think of 
dizging a well ; the hill is but ove immense 
rock covered with w layer of earth ouly a 
few feet deop. 

Upon neighbouring land there is « pure 
and abundant spring whose water it would 
be ensy to lead into our premises : but it 
would be necessary to previously purchase 
the land, which could not be separated 
from the spring without loss of a great part 
of the Inud’s value, ‘This acquisition and 
the expense for the pipes and the purchase 
of » way upon intermediate lands, would 
nocessitate nn outlay uf about 300 yen (800 
tw 900 fraues), While waiting until we ean 
go to this expense, we make shift with she 
water of the vorrent, which we filter when 
it is not pure,

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A JAPANESE EXPLORER IN 
FORMOSA, 


The Osaka Asahi Shimbw thus describes 
visit paid to the savages of Formosa by 
Mr. Uyeno Senichi, secretary of the 
Tupanese Consulate nt Foochow :—Mr. 
Uyeno, having Innded at Daikwa-kwan, 

letter to the Chief, in which he 
said; ‘I, a subject of the Western Island 
Empire, having admired your powerful 
and fexrless spirit, have come to present 
nuyself before you. I humbly ask you to 
aliow me tomevt youby the river side, where 
we may sit on the sft sands close by the 
pellucid water. If we can meet und eon- 
seree, I think we shall beth derive ples 
sure fromthe event.” ‘The Chief favoured 
the idea, and appointed the following day 
as the time, the place to be ns suggested 
by Mr. Uyeno. ‘The visitor, possibly from 
x feeling of modesty, had notdesiderated the 
preseuce of the Chieftainess, but heraugust 
husband brought her along, ‘with asuite of 
about hundred persons. We do not doubt 
that Mr. Uyeno received this crowd with the 
same easy self-porsession that may have 
characterised his appearance on the plat- 
form at the Imperial University to receive 
hie diplom». The Chief, we are told, salut- 
ed the stranger by patting the Chief's 
breast with that potentate’s hauds; Mr. 
Tyeno mare his salutations in the Japan- 
ese fashion and offered a few presents. 
The barbarian ruler had thoughtfully 
ordered a lunch basket to be packed ; this 
was brought forward bya heathen menial, 
and opened, and the representative 
Western Ieland Empire was 
join the ‘lnstsious comple in theit ropast 
eral cups of wine wera drunk during 
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and after the meal, It does not appesr 
that the Iveal press were bidden to the 
ceremony; $9 we may probably assume 
that Mr. Uyeno himself took notes on 
the eceasion ; and we must state in pure 
justice to him that while describing the 
‘effect of the liquor upon his host, he de- 
clares himself to-have been 

gone in intoxien Unlike many grent 
explorers Mr, Uyeno is not merely truth- 
fal; ho ia xlso mimgnanimous, During the 
remninder of the audience the Chief roviled 
the Chinese bitterly. ‘They were pigtailed 
“fellows”; they were far less refined 
than his own peuple, aud exceedingly im= 
pulite ; therefore he liad not hesitated to 
turn them away when they came into his 
territe For Mr. Uyeno, however, he 
professed quite an attachment, and pressed 
him warmly to spend one night at the 
Palace. But the Japanese explorer had to 
catch a train, or peradventure he was un- 
used to the ways of palaces; at any rate he 
excused hiunself and, withdrew, We shall 
be glad to hear of Me. Uyeno again. —

An adjourned sitting for public examina- 
tion was held under the failure of 
debtors, wlio were described as merchants, 
of Feurchurch-avenue, City, and of Shax 
lini and elsewhere. ‘From’ the statements 
of Mr. Charles Lyall Grant, one of the 
partners in the firm, it appears that the 
business was established many years ago by 
Mr. W. R. Adamson, who retired in 1868. 
The head office is et Shangbai. other brau- 
ches being at Yokohama and Kobe, Japan, 
Hankow aud Foochow, China and Hong- 
kong. Mr. Grant joined the firm about the 
year 1870, when he introduced cash 
capital to the xmount of £7,000 and secu- 
rities valued at £3,000. He was London 
partuer, while Mr, Bell resided at Shang- 
hai and’ Me. Youd was in America, He 
attributes the failure generally to heavy 
losses on realisations of silk, tea, Manches- 
ter goods, and kerosene oil, incurred gradu- 
ally during the five or six 'yewa preceding 
the date of the receiving order (June 29th 
last), and culminating: within the las!

trade, The amended joiut statement of
